BraoNTON, Va,, April 11.—Thomas Hodges,
the noted horse-thief, murderer, and desperado,
who shot and fatally wounded Mr. Whitlock on
Friday night last, was taken from the jail In this
place about 1 o'clock this morning and hanged
about ene and a hall miles from the town.

The jaller and ex-Sheriff MeCutchen were
boih in the jail and refused the mob the keys,
when they breke open the doors and took
Hodges out. None of the men who entered the
Jall were disguised, yet they were not recog-
mizcd by either the jaller or the ex-
Bheriff, belng strangera to both.
Hodges had shot and killed four men previousiy
o this locality. This first act of lynching in
this loeality is universally condemned.
